where committee hearings and in- 
vestigation are a part of the regu- 
lar procedure, and where all meas- 
ures must come before the House 
and Senate, with representatives 
from all parts of the State present, 
and finally be scrutinized by the 
Governor. 

“I also represent,”” he said; “‘the 
cause of those who object to vot- 
ing into the Constitution such 
things as limit on the miles of 
primary and secondary roads the 


State may build, and limit road | 


revenue by limiting the tax on mo- | 
tor fuels and license fees to the 
present amount.” 

He declared Proposition No 3 
was mrestrictive measure, and said | 
it restricted gas taxes and motor | 
license fees, and limited the pri- | 


mary and secondary road system to | 
7940 miles. 


“It restricts the power of the 


Legislature to make changes to 
suit changing conditions,” he add- {| 


ed. “By taking $75,000,00 to pay 
interest it restricts the farm-to- 
market roads by that amount ~* It 
appropriates funds without le@isla- 
tion. About the only power left 
to the Legislature is to issue bonds. 
All funds stand appropriated to the 
road fund without legislative ac- 
tion te the amount now designated 
plus 300 miles and park connec- 
tions, and are now trying to inter- 
pret the amendment to mean 300 
miles -including park connections, 
although it reads ‘also park con- 
nections.’ ’” 
Charges Misrepresentation. 

Connett said that the propon- 
ents of the bond issue are circu- 
lating much misleading propagan- 
da. “The claims that refunds to 
counties for roads taken over by 
the State cannot be paid unless 
bonds are voted are false,”” be said. 

“The law provides for the ap- 
portionment of all secondary funds 


| to counties on the basis of cost of 


each county’s mileage, and this 
would continue whether the coun- 
ties have built their roads or not. 
When the county system is fin- 
ished the apportionments are ap- 
plied on refunds for other roads. 
Some counties are drawing refund 
roads now and will continue to d»a 
so whether bonds are voted or not. 

“Also, there is the false stat2- 
ment that funds are exhausted. In 
one issue of the bulletin of the 
Citizens’ Road Committee was a 
picture of a man tracing the State 
road system on a map with pen 
and ink and another picture show- 
ing the inkwell dry; indicating the 
funds were exhausted.

Evans Hughes praised Herbert

Charles E. Hughes, who once referred to Gor. 
Smith as “the expert in government,” now is on rec- 
ord as indicating that Hoover’s equipment for the 
presidency is superior to Smith's. “While Smith has 
been working at Albany,” says Hughes, “Hoover has 
been working in Washington.” This is a curious ar- 
gument for Hughes to make. 

He himself was a candidate for President in 1916, 
and one of the main arguments in behalf of his can- 
didacy was his service in the same office Gov. Smith 
now holds. Hughes was Governor of New York from 
Jan. 1, 1907, to Oct. 6, 1910, resigning to become a 
member of the United States Supreme Court. But it 
was his previous experience as the executive of a 
great State rather than a cloistered term as Justice 
that recommended him for the nomination in 1916. 

Mr. Hughes paid a great tribute to Mr. Coolidge’s 
ability and capacity in the White House. Where did 
Mr. Coolidge get his training? Not in the piffling 
job of Vice President, which he held for a year and 
a half, but as Governor of Massachusetts. Grover 
Cleveland served his apprenticeship for the presi- 
dency as Governor of New York, and so did Theo 
dore Roosevelt. We do not think Mr. Hughes would 
say that either of them lacked proper training for 
the White House. 

An even more striking instance is the case of 
Woodrow Wilson. Wilson was first mentioned for 
the presidency when he was head of Princeton Uni- 
versity. His great talents as a scholar, historian and 
liberal were there brought into flower.

For the whoie procedure‘of rate making 
by commissions and courts is endiessiy 
cumbersome and largely ineffective. 

This principle hag the sanction of the 
Congress of the United States. of the Dem- 
ocratic party and of a very iarge part of 
the Republican party. Yt is a d-gradation 
of public debate to dismiss it with a qucs- 
tion-bdbegging epithet like “State Socialism.”

program of turning over the dis- 
tribution of power generated by 
the Government to private com- 
panies. Elaborating his plan for 
developing power at the remaining 
water sites, he frankly declares: 
‘This does not mean that the Gov- 
ernment, national or State, is re- 
quired to engage in the business 
of distributing electrical energy. 

“The origin of Gov. Smith's 
power proposal is no secret, either. 
He has worked it out with Owen 
D. Young, head of the General 
Electric Co. And he has accorded 
Young due credit. He is in perfect 
agreement with Young, Gerard 
Swope and others amdéng his polit- 
ical backers, that cheaper light is 
to be furnished, not te the consum- 
ers, but to the distributing com- 
panies. 

“These are Gov. Smith's own 
words on the matter as reported 
in the New York Times of March 
5, 1926: ‘When we speak about 
furnishing cheaper light, heat and 
power, we mean that we will fur- 
nish it cheaper to the distributing 
company than such company is 
now able to buy it from the pri 
vately owned and operating gen- 
erating plants.’ 

“Gov, Smith then proceeded to 
acknowledge credit for his plan to 
Owen D. Young. According to the 
Times, Smith went on: ‘As Owen 
D. Young said: “The cost of ener- 
gy developed from falling wat>r 
is determined very'largely by «the 
cost of capital employed in the de- 
velopment. A public corporation 
whose securities would be exenipt

law and State law should produc, 
if properly set up, the 
money substantially cheaper than 
a private corporation could ob- 
tain.’ ”
